p  That  we  have  succeeded  in  creating  a  considerable  interest  in  the  fam-

INTRODUCTORY 

The  greater  portion  of  the  contents  of  this  work  was  gathered  by  cor¬ 
respondence  commencing  early  in  1916  and  continuing  without  interruption 
to  the  present  time.  Recourse  has  been  had  to  Arnold’s  Vital  Records  and 
to  Austin’s  Genealogical  Dictionai:y  of  Rhode  Island,  and  both  have  been 
drawn  upon  freely  for  data  and  records  of  the  earlier  generations  of  the 
Battey  and  allied  families.  The  early  generations  resided  in  that  state 
alone,  while  commencing  with  the  fourth,  and  subsequent  generations,  mem¬ 
bers  emigrated  to  adjoining  states,  and  at  this  time  the  name  or  blood  of 
Battey  is  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  northern  states,  and  in  many  of  the 
western  and  southern,  in  Canada  and  England.  Most  families  have  some 
old  records  and  these  have  in  many  instances  been  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  compilers.  Search  has  been  made  in  many  towns  of  Rhode  Island 
and  elsewhere  for  records  of  Batteys  and  their  descendents,  at  the  expense 
of  the  author  and  compilers,  libraries  have  been  searched,  historical,  bio¬ 
graphical  and  genealogical  works  examined  and  persued  whenever  possible, 
and  each  clue  followed  up  perserveringly.  But  withal  we  have  probably  en¬ 
countered  no  more  nor  difficulties  other  or  greater  than  have  been  met  in 
the  compilation  and  preparation  of  any  family  genealogy. 

After  diligent  search  and  consideration  the  authors  have  discarded  and 
disregarded  all  names  except  that  spelled  BATTEY,  as  the  early  records 
give  the  name  and  as  it  is  spelled  by  the  family  at  this  time.  The  names 
of  Batty,  Beatty,  Beaty,  Beattie  and  Baty  have  been  omitted.  Possibly  in 
earlier  centuries  these  were  one  and  the  same  name,  but  the  record  and 
history  of  the  name  of  Battey  in  America  is  fairly  conclusive  that  the  fam¬ 
ily  of  which  this  is  at  least  a  partial  record  comprises  and  is  limited  to  the 
descendents  of  Samson  Battey,  and  none  others  have  been  included  herein. 

Collectively  the  Battey  family  seems  to  be  a  large  one,  but  compara¬ 
tively,  and  as  measured  by  other  family  genealogies,  it  is  a  small  one,  and 
this  is  so  even  though  we  have  adopted  the  plan  of  including  the  descendents 
of  the  female  Batteys  down  to  the  present  generation  whenever  possible, 
a  plan  not  generally  followed  in  other  family  genealogies.  This  feature  of 
this  book  will,  we  believe,  commend  itself  to  the  reader,  though  it  has  been 
one  of  the  most  difficult  phases  of  the  work  encountered. 

We  find  that  the  various  branches  of  the  family  have  not  generally 
been  acquainted  with  nor  did  they  know  much  of  the  other  branches,  and 
that  the  individual  has  been  of  the  opinion  that  his  was  the  leading  and 
the  larger  branch  of  the  family.  This  may  have  been  so  because  the  various 
branches  are  so  widely  scattered.  There  are  Batteys  in  America  at  the 
present  time  who  are  not  descended  from  Samson  Battey,  our  common  an¬ 
cestor,  but  who  trace  their  ancestry  generally  to  England  or  whose  ancestor 
emigrated  to  America  within  or  during  the  past  century.  These  have  of 
course  been  omitted.  The  purpose  has  been  to  make  this  a  record  of  “Sam¬ 
son  Battey  and  his  descendents.” 

In  Cayuga  county.  New  York,  is  an  association  of  Batteys  and  de¬ 
scendents  which  has  held  annual  reunions  since  about  1890.  Rev.  Arthur 
W.  Battey,  Red  Creek,  N.  Y.,  is  and  has  been  the  historical  secretary  of  this 
association,  and  to  him  we  are  indebted  for  much  of  the  records  of  the 
branch  to  which  he  belongs  and  represented  in  that  association,  as  well  as 
for  other  valuable  assistance  generally.  The  members  of  that  association 
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are  largely  descendents  of  Benjamin  Battey,  son  of  Nicholas  Battey.  In  j 
Connecticut  also  is  an  association  of  Batteys  and  descendents  which  has  { 
held  annual  reunions  for  a  number  of  years,  the  members  of  which  are  j: 
mostly  descendents  of  Amasa  Battey.  Several  branches  of  the  family  are  ■' 
found  in  Georgia.  The  Blackmars  at  Columbus,  Ga.,  are  of  one  branch. 
Judge  Falligant,  late  of  Savannah,  Ga.,  was  a  descendent  of  the  Raiford- 
Falligant  branch,  and  it  is  understood  that  during  his  lifetime  he  compiled 
a  considerable  amount  of  family  records  and  data  relating  to  the  earlier 
generations,  he  having  been  interested  in  his  family  ancestry.  Dr.  Robert 
Battey,  Rome,  Ga.,  was  one  of  the  most  famous  surgeons  of  his  day  and 
age,  not  only  in  the  south  but  in  America  and  Europe.  It  was  his  name  that 
was  given  to  the  “Battey  Operation”  in  surgery.  A  biographical  sketch  is 
included  herein,  taken  from  Appleton’s  Cyclopaedia  of  American  Biography. 

Tradition  in  the  family  is  that  Samson  Battey  came  from  Wales  and 
that  the  family  is  of  Welsh  descent.  Another  claim  is  that  the  name  and 
family  are  English  and  that  Samson  Battey  sailed  for  America  from  a 
Welsh  seaport.  In  support  of  the  latter  theory  it  is  said  that  the  name  is 
quite  a  common  one  at  the  present  time  in  parts  of  England,  those  people 
being  mostly  tradesmen,  and  there  is  a  town  or  village  named  Battey  in 
southern  England.  The  leading  circus  in  England  in  the  last  century  was 
owned  and  operated  by  Batteys.  Dr.  G.  S.  Battey,  Cawker  City,  Kansas, 
says  that  as  late  as  1915  he  saw  a  pair  of  very  fine  circus  horses  that  came 
from  the  Battey  establishment  in  England  about  ten  years  earlier.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  Batteys  generally  and  especially  during  the  earlier  gen¬ 
erations  have  been  lovers  of  horses.  James  E.  Battey,  Providence,  writes 
that  one,  Robert  Battey,  was  Lord  High  Chamberlain  to  one  of  the  early 
English  sovereigns  with  the  right  to  wear  armorial  bearings.  Miss  Lucy 
Baldwin,  Canterbury,  Conn.,  has  a  reproduction  in  colors  of  the  coat-of- 
arms  of  “Right  Honorable  Robert  Batty,  Esqr.,  Lord  Chamberlain  of  Lon¬ 
don,”  with  description  of  the  same,  and  he  was  probably  the  same  person 
as  the  one  mentioned  by  James  E.  Battey. 

One  story  of  the  original  Battey  in  America  has  come  to  us  from  dif¬ 
ferent  sources,  but  the  author  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  tradition  only,  as 
no  records  have  been  found  to  confirm  this  story.  It  is  to  the  effect  that  the 
original  Batteys  in  America  were  three  brothers,  of  whom  one  or  two  died 
or  returned  to  England,  the  third  remaining,  and  he  the  head  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  family  of  Batteys,  and  that  his  name  was  Paul  Battey.  Nothing  au¬ 
thentic  has  been  found  to  bear  out  this  story,  while  the  records  accessible 
are  to  the  contrary,  at  least  as  to  the  name  of  this  immigrant  ancestor. 

In  the  village  of  Richmond,  Rhode  Island,  bordering  on  the  Plainfield 
pike  at  Battey’s  Crossing,  stood  the  Old  Battey  Meeting  House,  built  in  1825. 

A  church  has  stood  on  this  spot  since  before  May  4,  1739.  The  original 
structure  burned  about  1825  and  the  present  building  was  erected  in  its 
stead.  This  building  with  the  ground  upon  which  it  stood,  about  one  acre, 
has  been  condemned  by  the  city  of  Providence  in  connection  with  its  new 
water  supply  system  and  the  structure  will  be  razed  soon,  or  has  been  ere 
this.  The  ground  was  valued  at  three  hundred  dollars,  the  total  value  of 
the  property  being  placed  at  thirty-three  hundred  dollars.  A  picture  of 
this  building  appeared  in  the  Providence  Journal  of  Sunday,  Sept.  10,  1916; 
it  was  of  brick,  apparently  two  stories  in  height,  and  along  one  side  of  the 
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lot  was  a  long,  low  shed,  probably  for  the  protection  and  shelter  of  teams 
and  vehicles. 

John  Battey,  jr.,  son  of  John  and  Margaret  (Carr)  Battey,  married 
Priscilla  Westcott  in  1741,  and  was  the  head  of  the  Scituate  branch  of  the 
family.  He  purchased  lands  there  and  James  E.  Battey,  a  descendent,  is 
now  the  owner  of  a  part  of  the  original  farm.  John  and  his  son,  William, 
built  the  homestead  and  run  the  same  as  a  tavern  prior  to  1797;  in  that 
year  the  son,  William,  added  materially  to  the  size  of  the  building  and  the 
old  tavern  sign  bears  the  date,  “1797.”  It  is  a  yellow  sun  with  rays  ex¬ 
tending  therefrom  and  bears  the  legend  “Entertainment  by  Wm.  Battey,” 
and  is  in  the  possession  of  James  E.  Battey.  This  tavern  was  located  on 
one  of  the  former  main  highways  between  New  York  and  Providence  and 
Boston.  General  Lafayette  stopped  there  and  the  family  heirs  still  have 
the  maple  “four  poster”  in  which  he  slept.  Lafayette  Battey,  a  well  known 
horseman  of  a  later  generation,  was  named  after  that  event. 

It  appears  that  many  of  the  earlier  generations  were  of  the  Quaker 

faith,  “Friends”  as  they  called  themselves,  and  numerous  members  of  some 

branches  still  adhere  to  that  faith.  The  earlier  records  of  the  Friends  of 
% 

Rhode  Island,  published  as  a  part  of  Arnold’s  Vital  Records,  contain  much 
data  of  the  Batteys.  Especially  is  this  true  of  those  of  the  family  who 
resided  in  the  north  part  of  Providence  county,  in  Smithfield  and  Gloucester, 
and  where  complete  vital  records  were  kept  by  the  Friends.  Records  of 
Benjamin  Battey,  his  children  and  grand  children  are  found  there.  Nicholas 
Battey,  eldest  son  of  Benjamin,  born  1758,  died  1847,  was  an  active  and 
earnest  member  of  the  Friends  Society  and  apparently  was  a  family  his¬ 
torian.  He  furnished  many  of  his  grandchildren  with  manuscript  records 
of  their  ancestry.  A  grandson,  James  Hervey  Battey,  No.  732  herein,  just 
prior  to  his  death  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  author  two  original  manu¬ 
scripts  written  by  Nicholas  Battey  and  which  contained  considerable  fam¬ 
ily  record  not  found  elsewhere.  One  of  these  gave  a  history  of  the  de- 
scendents  of  John  and  Margaret  (Carr)  Battey  and  those  records  have 
been  incorporated  herein  in  their  proper  place  without  any  credit  therefor. 
The  other  manuscript  is  narative  and  follows.  No  date  appears  upon  either 
of  these  manuscripts,  which  are'  yellow  and  faded  with  age.  In  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manuscript  the  author  has  interpolated  his  own  explanations  in 
parenthesis.  It  is : 

BY  NICHOLAS  BATTEY 

Joseph  Battey,  son  of  William  of  Warwick,  married  a  wife  by  the  nanie 
of  West,  and  had  two  or  three  sons,  one  settled  in  Warwick,  another  in 
Wickford,  the  other  I  never  knew  anything  about.  Robert  Battey  (No.  90) 
told  me  that  one  of  them  was  in  Platsburg  (N.  Y.)  at  the  time  of  the  late 
war  (1812)  and  he  thought  he  was  an  officer.  After  the  decease  of  Joseph, 
Sampson  Battey,  his  cousin,  married  his  widow;  they  raised  several  sons, 
one  or  more  of  them  buried  on  the  farm  that  was  their  grandfather’s  and 
their  great  grandfather’s,  (i.  e.,  Hillsgrove  cemetery.) 

Some  time  not  far  from  sixty  years  since  I  was  in  Newport  on  Rhode 
Island  and  saw  three  sisters  that  were  cousins  to  my  grandfather.  One  of 
them  married  Peter  Cousins  (Cozzens?),  another  married  with  John  Rem¬ 
ington;  they  had  a  son  by  the  name  of  Benedict  settled  in  Mendon,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  Jesse  Battey’s  two  youngest  sons.  Smith  and  Richard,  married 
with  his  (Benedict’s)  granddaughters.  The  other  sister  did  not  marry,  she 
had  a  shock  of  nerve  palsy  which  rendered  her  in  a  manner  helpless  and 
impaired  her  senses.  I  saw  three  more,  two  brothers  and  one  sister,  that 
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called  these  women  Aunt.  The  brother’s  names  were  George  and  Joseph. 
George  and  sister  had  red  hair  and  Joseph’s  hair  was  very  light  coulored. 
George  was  not  married.  Joseph  was  and  had  several  children,  sons  in 
perticular.  The  sister  I  cannot  be  certain  about  her  name.  It  seems  to 
me  that  they  called  her  Jenne  and  who  she  married  I  do  not  remember. 

Josephus  (Cephas,  No.  264)  Battey’s  wife  told  me  that  there  was  a  man 
in  Savannah  in  Georgia  by  the  name  of  George  Battey  (No.  114)  and  there 
were  others  that  called  him  Unkel.  I  have  not  seen  or  heard  anything  about 
them  at  Newport  this  great  many  years  so  that  it  is  likely  they  removed 
from  there.  Josephus’  wife  said  there  were  a  number  of  widow  Batteys  in 
that  country.  I  think  that  William  Battey  of  Scituate  had  two  sons  that 
went  there  (to  Georgia)  and  died.  (Sheldon,  No.  131,  and  William,  No.  133.) 

One  of  Benedict  Remington’s  sons  lived  in  Smithfield,  Rhode  Island, 
and  had  three  sons  at  a  birth,  two  of  them  were  great  schollars  and  the 
other  was  not  but  chose  husbandry  for  a  livelihood. 

NICHOLAS  BATTEY. 


Major  Silas  Battey,  (No.  205)  about  1852  prepared  a  manuscript  of 
family  records  and  furnished  a  copy  of  the  same  to  many  of  his  children. 
Investigation  has  shown  that  some  of  the  statements  therein  as  to  parent¬ 
age  of  William  Battey  are  incorrect,  but  we  append  it  as  it  came  into  the 
author’s  hands,  as  follov/s: 

A  BRIEF  GENEALOGY  OF  THE  BATTEY  FAMILY 

Sampson  Battey  came  from  Wales,  Island  of  Great  Britain,  and  settled 
in  Jamestown,  R.  I.,  about  1675,  and  married  a  Havens  about  1685.  They 
had  two  sons,  John  and  William.  John  married  Margaret  Carr,  of  his 
native  town  9-16-1707,  and  settled  in  Warwick,  where  they  lived,  having 
nine  children,  five  sons  and  four  daughters;  the  eldest,  Sampson  born 
12-18-1709;  the  second,  Nicholas,  born  5-28-1711;  the  third,  Dinah,  born 
10-12-1712;  the  fourth,  Rebecca,  born  9-26-1715;  the  fifth,  William,  born 
1-20-1717  or  1718,  and  died  Nov.  15  following;  the  sixth,  John,  born  3-13-1719 
or  1720;  the  seventh,  Margaret,  born  the  13th  of  Dec.,  1722;  the  eighth, 
Phebe,  bom  2-20-1725;  the  ninth,  Caleb,  born  1-29-1729. 

William  Battey  (son  of  Sampson  Battey,  who  came  from  Wales,  and 
the  brother  of  John  above  mentioned),  also  settled  in  Warwick  where  he 
married  and  became  the  father  of  several  children,  one  of  the  sons,  Joseph, 
being  married  to  Amy  West  and  their  family  consisted  of  seven  children, 
five  of  which  grew  to  maturity.  (Note  by  H.  V.  B.  This  William  Battey 
was  a  son  of  John  and  not  a  brother.)  His  two  sons,  Joseph  and  William, 
settled  in  Warwick,  although  William  afterwards  located  in  Wickford  where 
he  carried  on  the  business  of  distilling  New  England  rum,  running  a  line 
of  packets,  etc.,  through  which  he  became  quite  wealthy,  gaining  some 
celebrity  as  a  business  man  and  was  made  a  Brigadier  General,  and  was 
afterwards  called  General  Battey.  He  was  also  celebrated  as  a  marksman 
with  a  rifle  and  an  anecdote  of  his  marksmanship  is  told  which  would  seem 
to  establish  the  claim;  one  day  he  saw  in  the  door  yard  a  ribbon  flitting  in 
the  air  on  his  wife’s  cap;  he  took  his  rifle  and  with  a  deliberate  aim  shot 
it  off;  also  another  of  his  shooting  an  apple  off  a  man’s  head.  He  died  in 
Warwick  in  1849  or  1850.  Joseph  removed  to  Utica,  New  York,  where 
he  now  lives,  1852. 

Sampson  Battey,  eldest  son  of  John  Battey,  (son  of  Sampson  Battey 
who  came  from  Wales)  also  settled  in  Warwick,  where  he  married  and  be¬ 
came  the  father  of  a  son  born  about  the  year  1744,  named  Josiah.  Shortly 
after  Josiah’s  birth  his  father,  Sampson  Battey,  died  and  his  mother  after¬ 
wards  married  a  party  named  Lockwood,  and  from  that  marriage  resulted 
a  number  of  children.  The  precise  dates  of  these  statements  concerning 
Sampson  Battey,  2nd,  and  his  son,  Josiah  Battey,  are  not  known  to  the 
writer  but  may  be  secured  from  the  records  at  Warwick,  R.  I.  Josiah  mar¬ 
ried  a  woman  named  Brown,  and  they  raised  a  family  of  sons  and  daugh¬ 
ters:  Westcott,  Sampson,  William,  Jqhh,  Freelove,  Mary  and  Anna.  In  the 
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course  of  their  earthly  pilgrimage  they  moved  to  Scituate,  R.  I.,  where 
they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  days,  owning  a  farm  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  the  Rockland  factory.  Their  daughter,  Mary,  married  a  man 
named  Andrew  Stone  and  they  lived  in  Burrilville.  She  was  taken  violently 
sick  and  her  father  and  mother  went  to  visit  her,  but  she  died,  and  they 
were  taken  sick  and  died  in  a  few  days.  Westcott  also  died  a  few  days 
after  returning  from  the  funeral  of  his  sister  and  parents.  They  all  died 
of  the  cold  or  yellow  fever  and  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  about  181^ 
son  Battey,  second  son  of  Josiah  Battey,  was  born,  I  believe,  October,  1779, 
in  Warwick,  and  removed  with  his  father’s  family  to  Scituate,  afterwards 
settling  in  Foster.  He  was  a  carpenter.  He  first  married  Mercy,  daughter 
of  Beniamin  Bennett,  and  to  them  were  born  Daniel,  Nathaniel,  Betsey, 
Patience  and  Sampson,  and  then  his  wife  died.  Later  he  married  Abigail,  ' 
daughter  of  David  Phillips  of  Scituate,  about  1814  To  them  were  born 
Silas,  Mercy,  Welcome  P.,  Allen,  Owen  W.,  Lucy  Ann,  John  and  Fanny, 
being  twins,  Abby,  Jared  and  Lydia — eleven  in  all,  to  which  add  the  first 
five,  making  16  in  all,  and  all  well  and  living  when  Sampson  Battey  died 
April  12,  1841,  in  the  town  of  Brooklyn,  Conn.,  where  he  had  resided  a  lew 

years  previous  to  his  death.  BATTEY. 


John  Battey,  son  of  Sampson  Battey,  married  Margaret  Carr,  a  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Caleb  Carr,  who  was  one  of  the  Colonial  Governors  of  Rhode 
Island.  The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  his  will,  as  given  in  Austin’s  Genea¬ 
logical  Dictionary  of  Rhode  Island:

To  daughter,  Rebecca 
Corpe,  wife  of  Thomas  Corpe,  30  Spanish  milled  dollars  and  a  bed.  lo 
daughter,  Phebe  Battey,  30  Spanish  milled  dollars,  a  bed,  spoon^  etc.  To 
son,  William,  100  Spanish  milled  dollars  and  a  bed.  To  sons  Caleb  aim 
John,  negro  named  Newport,  and  wearing  apparel.  To  grandson,  Josiah, 
son  of  my  son  Sampson,  (deceased)  a  silver  spoon,  and  small  fowling  piece, 
bed,  chest  and  30  Spanish  milled  dollars.  To  grandson,  Benjamin,  son  ot 
son  Nicholas,  deceased,  an  English  crown.  To  grandsons  Nicholas  and 
Sylvanus,  sons  of  Nicholas,  deceased,  30  Spanish  milled  dollars,  eacm,  at 
age.  To  wife,  Margaret,  all  the  rest  of  household  good  (except  Great 
Bible)  for  life,  and  then  to  my  three  daughters,  Dinah,  Rebecca  and  Phebe. 
To  wife,  best  room  in  house,  and  the  use  of  bedroom,  horse,  etc.,  and  sons 
John  and  Caleb  to  provide  her  with  necessaries.  To  son,  Caleb,  the  Great 
Bible.  To  daughters,  Dinah  and  Phebe,  use  of  great  chamber  while  single. 
To  sons,  John  and  Caleb,  mansion  house  and  homestead  farm  in  Warwick 
and  all  lands  elsewhere  and  rest  of  personal  property  except  books.  To 
son,  John,  Gordian’s  Geography  and  Present  State  of  England.  The  small 
books  to  children,  equally. 


DR.  ROBERT  BATTEY 

Battey,  Robert,  physician,  born  Augusta,  Ga.,  Nov.  26,  1828.  He  was 
educated  at  Phillips  Andover  Academy,  and  studied  in  Booth’s  Laboratory, 
Philadelphia,  and  in  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  graduating  in 
1856  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  at  the  Jefferson  Medical  Col¬ 
lege,  from  which  he  received  his  medical  degree  in  1857.  He  entered  upon 
the  practice  of  medicine  at  Rome,  Ga.,  where  he  has  resided  almost  con¬ 
tinually  ever  since.  During  the  civil  war  he  served  as  a  surgeon  in  the 
confederate  army,  at  first  in  the  field,  and  later  in  charge  of  various  hos¬ 
pitals.  In  August,  1872,  he  originated  and  successfully  performed  what 
is  known  as  “Battey’s  Operation”  for  the  removal  of  the  ovaries,  with  a 
view  to  effect  the  change  of  life  in  women,  thereby  remedying  certmn 
otherwise  incurable  maladies.  He  has  been  successful  in  the  execution 
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of  a  number  of  difficult  surgical  operations  on  the  urinary  organs  of  both 
sexes.  Of  the  methods  used,  several  were  original  with  himself.  From 
1873  to  1875  he  was  professor  of  obstetrics  in  the  Atlanta  Medical  College, 
and  from  1873  to  1876  he  edited  the  “Atlanta  Medical  and  Surgical  Journal. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Georgia  Medical  Association,  and  was  its  president  in 
1876;  also  a  member  of  the  Atlanta  Academy  of  Medicine;  the  American 
Gynaecological  Society,  and  the  American  Medical  Association.  He  has 
written  numerous  papers  and  reports  of  cases,  which  have  been  contributed 
to  the  medical  press,  both  in  this  country  and  in  England. — (Appleton’s 
Cyclopaedia  of  Biography,  1894.) 

Mrs.  Mary  B.  King,  a  daughter,  Waycross,  Ga.,  writes  of  her  father. 
Dr.  Robert  Battey:  “He  served  four  years  and  after  the  war  practiced 
medicine  at  Rome,  Ga.;  had  a  large  and  lucrative  practice  and  gained  na¬ 
tional  fame  as  a  surgeon,  and  was  himself  always  ready  to  do  good  for 
others.  He  was  a  man  of  unusual  brain  and  genial  manners.  All  he  came 
in  contact  with  cared  for  him  and  admired  him.” 


CEMETERIES 

At  every  opportunity  the  compilers  have  gathered  records  from  ceme¬ 
teries  as  given  in  printed  records  thereof,  supplemented  by  personal  visits 
of  members  of  the  family,  and  thereby  have  been  found  many  dates  not 
otherwise  obtainable.  We  feel  that  these  records  of  inscriptions  in  ceme¬ 
teries  will  prove  of  interest  to  the  reader, 

HILLGROVE 

A  visit  to  the  Battey  family  cemetery  at  Hillsgrove,  on  the  old  Petti- 
cunscett  farm  in  August,  1917,  by  Lewis  F.  Battey  and  Arnold  H.  Battey. 
This  cemetery  was  likely  established  by  William  Battey,  son  of  John  and 
Margaret  (Carr)  Battey,  and  upon  land  bought  by  the  original  Samson 
Battey,  and  is  the  one  referred  to  by  Nicholas  Battey  in  the  manuscript 
given  elsewhere.  It  was  located  quite  easily;  it  is  square,  about  50x50 
feet,  w'alled  in  with  an  iron  gate  and  in  each  corner  stands  a  fine  elm  tree, 
each  ten  inches  or  more  in  diameter. 

Here  are  four  graves  marked  by  common  quartz  field  stones  and  with¬ 
out  inscriptions. 

Other  ordinary  flat  stones  set  in  the  ground  read:  1752  A.  B.;  1752 
W.  B.;  1785  H.  B.;  1786  H.  L.;  1795  I.  (or  J.)  B.;  1815  A.  K.  in  the  73  year 
of  his  age. 

Lying  on  the  ground  were  marble  slabs  which  read:  “William  P. 
Battey,  b  Jan.  6,  1819,  d  Feb.  14,  1887.”  “Julia  A.  Battey,  b  July  23,  1846, 
d  Nov.  26,  1886.” 

A  marble  slab,  standing,  reads:  “Amey,  widow  of  Sampson  Battey, 
d  July  19,  1859,  in  the  95th  year  of  her  age.” 

Another  marble  slab  standing  reads:  “In  memory  of  William  Battey, 
who  departed  this  life  Nov.  15,  1809,  in  the  93rd  year  of  his  age.” 

The  slab  at  General  Battey’s  grave  was  broken  horizontally  through 
the  middle.  The  upper  half  says:  “Grave  of  Gen.  William  Battey,  d  Sep. 
23,  1849.”  The  stone  has  been  cemented  into  the  base  and  thereby  another 
line  of  inscription  was  illegible.  The  other  half  of  the  stone  lay  face  down 
on  the  ground  near  the  wall;  its  inscription  reads: 

“Life  is  a  stormy  sea  at  best,” 

“The  grave  the  haven  of  our  rest.” 
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Beside  these  twin  stones,  marble,  in  a  good  state  of  preservation  stand 
on  a  double  base.  They  read:

This  cemetery  is  in  Scituate,  R.  I.  Here  are  buried  William  Battey  and 
his  three  wives  and  two  of  his  children,  James  and  an  infant  daughter. 
Also  Joshua  Battey  and  his  wife,  Rebecca  Arnold,  Henry  L.  Battey,  d  22 
Sep.  1867,  aged  20  yr.  2  da.,  and  Hiram  S.,  died  Covington,  Ky.,  16  Aug. 
1863,  aged  17  yr.  5  mo.  25  da.,  the  two  latter  sons  of  Henry  A.  and  Mary 
J.  Battey,  and  grandsons  of  John  Anthony  and  Sarah  (Blackmar)  Battey. 

A  mile  away  and  nearer  Ashland  is  the  Ramsdell  family  cemetery. 
Here  are  buried  Deacon  Horace  Battey  and  his  wife,  Harriet  Ramsdell, 
and  two  sons,  Zephaniah  R.  and  William  Paul  Battey.  And  within  a  mile 
of  this  is  the 

DR.  OWEN  BATTEY  FAMILY  BURYING  GROUND 

This  is  located  a  short  distance  west  and  north  of  Battey’s  Corners  in 
Scituate,  R.  I.,  and  on  the  north  side  of  the  highway.  Visited  in  1917  by 
Lewis  F.  and  Arnold  H.  Battey.  Here  are  buried:

I.,  was  visited  by  Mrs.  Annie  E.  Slade  and  daughter,  of  Yonkers,  N.  Y., 
who  copied  from  the  stones  the  inscriptions  bearing  the  name  of  Battey. 
This  cemetery  contains  the  graves  of  many  bodies  removed  from  surround¬ 
ing  farms  and  family  burying  grounds.

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NOTES 

“Upon  the  300  acres  of  land  purchased  by  the  original  Samson  Battey 
is  located  the  Hillsgrove  family  burying  ground  where  rest  a  number  of 
the  members  of  the  earlier  generations.” 

“The  grave  of  Joseph  Battey,  another  soldier  of  the  Continental  Army, 
is  located  on  the  old  Battey  farm  cemetery,  near  Hillsgrove.” — (Newspaper 
clipping  furnished  by  Miss  Lucy  Baldwin.) 

Frank  C.  Battey,  Savannah,  Ga.,  writes:  “I  find  the  head  stones  in  the 
Old  Colonial  Cemetery  here  of  some  Battey  who  came  from  Rhode  Island. 
Some  of  their  descendents  claim  that  they  belong  to  our  family.  As  to 
that  I  do  not  know.  There  are  none  of  the  name  here  now  outside  of  my 
own  family.” 

A  street  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  bears  the  name  “Battey  street.” 
It  is  in  the  residential  section,  tw^o  or  three  blocks  long.  In  Scituate,  R.  I., 
is  an  intersection  of  roads  called  “Battey’s  Crossing,”  and  a  locality  knowm 
as  “Battey’s  Corners.”  The  family  name  was  also  given  to  the  old  meet¬ 
ing  house,  but  this  has  or  will  disappear  when  demolished  on  account  of 
the  Providence  water  system  being  enlarged. 

The  author  has  used  the  name  of  spelling  “Samson”  and  “Sampson” 
as  found  in  the  records.  It  appears  that  the  original  and  founder  and  head 
of  this  family  spelled  his  name  “Samson,”  w^hile  his  namesakes  of  later 
generations  spelled  it  “Sampson.”

“She  beareth  per  pale,  Baron  Le  Femme.  First,  OR,  a  pile  engrailed 
sable,  impaled  with  Or,  three  stars  issuant  from  a  many  cresants.  Gules 
by  the  name  of  Batty.”

The  appendices  are  not 
indexed  and  the  reader  is  left  to  his  own  resources  in  determining  whether 
or  not  he  is  descended  from  either  of  those  ancient  and  honorable  families 
of  Rhode  Island. 


The  compilers  and  author  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  name  of  Battey 
has  been  found  to  be  a  most  respected  one  wherever  encountered.  Honor¬ 
able,  of  good  repute  and  high  standing  in  the  home  community,  little  has 
been  found  in  the  least  discreditable,  either  to  the  individual  or  to  the 
family  name.  Many  have  attained  a  higher  prominence  than  merely' local, 
and  everywhere  they  have  been  found  occupying  positions  of  trust  and 
honor,  and  to  such  an  extent  that  each  member  of  the  family,  whether 
of  the  name  or  of  the  blood  of  Battey,  need  but  feel  that  they  are  descended 
from  on,e  of  the  ancient,  honorable  and  leading  families  of  Rhode  Island, 
and  that  the  high  standing  of  the  early  generations  has  been  maintained 
by  their  following  generations. 

Batteys  responded  generously  to  the  call  to  arms  during  tha.  civil  war 
of  1860-65,  some  on  one  side,  some  on  the  other,  but  each  actuated  by  the 
highest  motives  of  loyalty  and  patriotism.  The  call  of  the  more  recent 
World’s  War  was  answered  by  Batteys  and  those  of  the  blood  from  every 
state  where  any  were  to  be  found.  The  compilers  endeavored  to  and  have 
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included  in  this  work  all  of  the  war  records  or  mention  of  war  service  which 
could  be  secured.  That  many  names  of  those  who  gave  service  do  not  appear 
may  be  certain,  but  in  every  instance  we  asked  for  the  information,  and 
when  received  has  been  incorporated  herein. 

The  compilation  and  preparation  of  this  work  has  been  a  pleasure, 
though  it  has  imposed  persistent  labors,  and  our  hope  is  that  it  prove  of 
interest  to  those  of  the  name  and  blood.  No  excuse  is  offered  for  its  short¬ 
comings,  and  errors.  The  compilers  did  the  best  they  could  with  the  lim¬ 
ited  resources  at  their  command.  It  contains  more  of  the  records  of  the 
family  than  have  ever  before  been  gathered  together,  and  we  trust  that  in 
the  future  some  other  may  take  up  the  work  where  it  is  now  left  off  and 
complete  the  missing  records,  especially  of  the  early  generations  of  the 
family  not  found  herein,  and  also  carry  on  the  work  of  preserving  the 
records  of  following  generations.

1690,  on  Hog  Island,  in  Narragansett  Bay 
Rhode  Island,  intestate,  leaving  behind  a  wife  and  children;  and  the  wife 
being  a  weakly  woman,  sometimes  bedridden,  the  inventory  being  found 
inconsiderable,  administration  was  given  to  John  Borden  by  the  town 
council  of  Portsmouth  at  above  date.

Josiah  Battey,  only  child  of  Samson  and  Ethallana  (Westcott)  Battey, 
born  Warwick,  R.  L,  1744,  died  Scituate,  R.  L,  1817;  married  in  Cranston, 
R.  L,  by  Elder  Elisha  Greene,  18  Oct.  1767,  Anna  Brown,  daughter  of  Jere¬ 
miah  and  Mary  Brown,  born  Johnston,  R.  I.,  9  May,  1746,  died  Scituate,  (in 
the  fall  of)  1817.  According  to  Silas  Battey,  a  grandson,  both  died  of  the 
cold,  or  yellow  fever,  in  the  fall  of  the  year  and  within  a  few  days  of  each 
other.

She  named  Hon.  Caleb  Congdon,  “my  nephew,”  as  the  executor.  Her  bene¬ 
ficiaries  were  named,  twenty-two  in  number,  nieces,  nephews,  grand  nieces 
and  grand  nephews.  Her  younger  sister,  Dorcas,  married  David  Anthony 
and  was  his  third  wife.  After  his  death,  22  Aug.  1830,  Barbara  Battey  and 
the  older  sister,  Dinah,  both  unmarried,  went  to  live  with  Dorcas.

Mary  Battey,  daughter  of  Josiah  and  Anna  (Brown)  Battey,  born  War¬ 
wick,  R.  I.,  20  June,  1777,  died  Burrilville,  R.  I.,  1817,  and  according  to  Silas 
Battey,  of  yellow  fever  and  in  the  fall  of  the  year.  She  married,  probably 
1800-1,  Andrew  Stone,  son  of  Peter  and  Mary  (Hammond)  Stone,  born  1762. 
Andrew  Stone  is  said  by  a  descendent  to  have  been  an  English  clergyman 
who  came  to  America  in  early  life  and  settled  in  Burrilville,  then  assum¬ 
ing  the  occupation  of  a  farmer.  His  first  wife  was  Mary  Westcott,  and 
Mary  Battey  was  the  second  wife;  he  married  for  his  third  wife  a  “Bow- 
ditch.”  Henry  Stone,  a  son  of  Andrew  and  Mary  (Westcott)  Stone,  married 
Anna  Battey,  younger  sister  of  Mary  Battey.  Andrew  and  Mary  (Battey) 
Stone  had  three  children,  born  Burrilville,  R.  I.,  who  were:

•  Sampson  Battey,  son  of  Josiah  and  Anna  (Brown)  Battey,  born  War¬ 
wick,  R.  I.,  29  Sep.  1779,  died  Brooklyn,  Conn.,  12  Apl.  1841,  after  a  linger¬ 
ing  illness.  He  married,  probably  1799,  Marcy  Bennett,  daughter  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  and  Patience  (Phillips)  Bennett,  bom  18  Oct.  1780^  died  24  Jan.  1813, 
both  Foster,  R.  L,  and  is  buried  Foster  Center.  They  had  five  children. 
Benjamin  Bennett  is  said  to  have  served  in  the  Revolutionary  army.  He 
married,  2nd,  probably  in  1814,  Abigail  Phillips,  cousin  of  the  first  wife, 
daughter  of  David  and  Olive  (Walling)  Phillips,  of  Scituate,  born  25 
Aug.  1792,  died  Providence,  R.  I.,  26  Apl.  1873,  and  they  had  eleven  chil¬ 
dren.  (The  female  descendents  of  Abigail  (Phillips)  Battey  are  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  D.  A.  R.)  The  sixteen  children  of  Sampson  Battey  were 
all  living  and  well  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  settled  in  Scituate  with  his 
father’s  family,  afterwards  locating  in  Foster. 

“Sampson  Battey,  son  of  Josiah,  was  a  tall,  broad-shouldered  man, 
neither  flesh  nor  skinny.  In  his  younger  days  his  hair  was  black.  He  was 
a  stirring,  energetic,  sober  and  industrious  man  who  stayed  at  home  and 
gave  his  entire  labors  to  the  rearing  of  his  family.  He  did  not  belong  to 
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any  fraternal  organizations,  and  probably  was  not  much  of  a  church  goer. 
His  farm  in  Foster  consisted  of  forty  or  fifty  acres  upon  which  he  kept 
two  cows  and  a  horse.  This  farm  he  bought  from  Solomon  Wilcox,  who  had 
built  a  dam  and  erected  a  saw  and  grist  mill  thereon.  In  addition  to  tend¬ 
ing  his  mill,  Sampson  worked  his  farm  and  was  more  or  less  of  a  house 
carpenter.  Having  several  boys  he  received  some  help  from  them.  The 
water  held  back  by  the  mill  dam  flowed  back  upon  the  old  bog  meadow  be¬ 
longing  to  Jeremiah  Wilcox.  Jeremiah  sued  Sampson  for  flowage.  This 
suit  hung  on  for  several  years  and  Sampson,  being  annoyed  by  it,  sold  the 
farm  and  moved  away  with  his  family  to  Danielson,  Conn.,  expecting  to  have 
his  children  work  in  the  mill,  but  they  did  not  prove  fitted  for  that  work. 
So,  after  looking  the  country  over  he  bought  a  stony,  forbidding  plot  of 
ground  in  Canterbury.  The  town  line  between  Brooklyn  and  Canterbury 
ran  through  the  house.  Here  he  lived  a  few  years  and  died  of  consumption.” 

“The  writer  of  this  has  been  told  that  when  Sampson  Battey  was  court¬ 
ing  Abigail  Phillips  her  mother  was  a  widow,  and  people,  seeing  Sampson 
call  at  the  house,  thought  he  was  after  the  widow,  but  they  found  out  he 
was  marrying  the  daughter.  ‘Nabby,”  as  she  was  called,  was  sandy-haired 
and  very  thick-set  and  heavy.” 

“His  son.  Welcome  Phillips  Battey,  always  lived  at  home  with  his  par¬ 
ents,  and  after  his  father’s  death  carried  on  the  place  and  made  a  home  for 
his  mother  and  sister,  Lydia.  He  was  tall,  broad-shouldered  and  bald- 
headed.  What  little  hair  he  had  was  dark  in  color.  He  had  consumption, 
and  finally  sold  the  place  and  moved  to  Brooklyn,  Conn.,  where  he  died.” 

“Allen  Battey  was  tall  and  slim  and  red-haired;  he  lived  at  home, 
worked  on  the  farm,  and  died  of  consumption.” 

“Jared  Battey  was  red-headed,  heavier  set  than  some  other  members 
of  the  family,  taught  school,  and  then  went  west  and  worked  in  a  drug 
store  in  Peru,  Ills.,  where  his  brother,  Owen  W.,  lived.  When  his  health 
failed  he  went  back  to  Connecticut  and  died  of  consumption  on  the  farm 
where  his  mother  and  Welcome  lived.” 

“Lydia  Battey  was  black-haired,  slim  and  frail;  a  member  of  the  Free 
Baptist  Church  at  East  Killingly,  Conn.  She  was  a  school  teacher  and 
taught  in  her  home  village.  After  the  death  of  her  brother.  Welcome  Phil¬ 
lips,  she  and  her  mother  lived  in  Danielson,  (then  called  Westfield),  Conn., 
where  she  died  of  consumption,  and  is  buried  in  the  Canterbury  cemetery.” 

“When  Silas  Battey  w’as  a  young  man  he  taught  school  at  Greenbush, 
about  a  mile  from  his  father’s  home.  He  afterwards  learned  or  picked  up 
the  moulder’s  trade  and  had  a  little  furnace  of  his  own  in  Foster,  near  his 
Grandfather  Phillips’  place.  He  sold  out  and  went  to  Providence,  from  there 
to  Bristol,  R.  I.,  and  afterwards  went  west.” 

“Silas  Burgess,  who  married  Mercy  Battey,  had  some  land  in  Illinois 
which  he  had  never  seen.  He  sent  Owen  W.  Battey  out  to  Illinois  to  inspect 
the  land,  and  Owen  W.  got  a  position  with  a  railroad  company  and  never 
came  back  to  Rhode  Island  to  live.  Silas  Burgess  and  wife  visited  Bureau 
county.  Ill.,  about  the  year  1877.” 

Abigail  Battey,  widow  of  Sampson,  spent  the  last  years  of  her  life  in 
Providence,  R.  I.,  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mercy  Burgess.  She  is 
buried  with  Sampson,  and  their  children.  Welcome  P.,  Allen,  Jared,  Abby  E., 
and  Lydia,  in  the  Canterbury,  Conn.,  cemetery.

Anna  Battey,  daughter  of  Josiah  and  Anna  (Brown)  Battey,  born  War¬ 
wick,  R.  I.,  3  May,  1782,  died  9  May,  1862.  A  grandson  of  Anna,  (Jos.  H. 
Bryant,)  has  written  that  she  was  a  grand-daughter  of  Abigail  Bussicott, 
a  French  woman  who  came  to  America  before  the  Revolution.  Anna  Bat¬ 
tey  married,  probably  about  1816,  Henry  Stone,  son  of  Andrew  and  Mary 
(Westcott)  Stone,  born  Burrilville,  R.  L,  10  June,  1784,  died  Ashland,  R.  I., 
10  Feb.,  1854.  Henry  Stone  left  home  when  he  was  fifteen  years  of  age 
and  travelled  over  land  and  sea  until  about  1815,  when  he  returned  to  Rhode 
Island.  The  Stone  family  genealogy  gives  the  date  of  his  birth  as  1787. 
Henry’s  father  married  for  his  second  wife,  Mary  Battey,  an  older  sister  of 
Anna.  Henry  was  called  Harry,  and  Anna  was  known  as  Anne  or  Annie. 
She  had  two  children  before  her  marriage.  Henry  Stone  was  a  farmer  and 
resided  Ponagansett  village,  Scituate,  where  their  children,  four  in  number, 
were  born:  Her  children  were:

In  1790  they  resided  Uxbridge,  Mass.,  where  their  children 
were  born,  and  at  which  time  his  family  consisted  of  two  males  over  16 
years  of  age,  three  males  under  16  years,  and  two  females.  Later  they  re¬ 
moved  to  Starksboro,  Vermont,  and  in  1802  located  on  a  farm  near  Monkton, 
Vt.  In  1797  Thankful  Baker  Battey  was  Clerk  of  the  Friends  M.  M.  at 
Uxbridge,  Mass.  Both  were  Friends.  It  is  written  of  Nicholas  that  at  least 
one  of  his  brothers  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  is  the  author  of 
the  manuscript  heretofore  referred  to  herein. 

Benjamin  Battey,  a  grandson  of  Nicholas,  has  written  of  his  grand¬ 
father:  “In  traveling  from  Hop  River  to  Blackstone  I  passed  through  the 
farm  owned  by  my  grandfather,  Nicholas  Battey,  and  where  he  lived  until 
he  removed  to  Vermont.  It  is  in  the  town  of  Uxbridge,  near  the  village  of 
Uxbridge.  The  house  in  which  he  lived  was  last  used  as  the  town  poor 
house.  It  burned  while  so  occupied  and  two  helpless  old  women  were  burned 
to  death.”

Battey,  it  being  that  of  a  man  probably  30  to  40  years  old,  with  straight 
black  hair.  The  compiler  is  convinced  that  Jonathan  Battey  was  married 
and  had  at  least  one  child,  Orlando  D.,  now  (1922)  nearly  88  years  of  age, 
and  whose  memory  has  so  far  failed  that  he  does  not  remember  his  parents’ 
names.  His  parents  died  when  he  was  quite  young  and  he  says  he  was 
raised  in  the  family  of  an  uncle.  Incidents  and  circumstances  which  he  re¬ 
membered  and  told  his  children  in  earlier  life  coincides  with  the  records  of 
some  of  the  brothers  of  this  Jonathan  Battey  and  to  the  extent  to  make  it 
reasonably  certain  that  this  Orlando  D.  Battey  is  a  grandson  of  Jesse  and 
Nancy  Battey.

She  was  the  first  white  child  brought  into  Floyd 
county,  Georgia. 
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Robert  Battey  attended  Richmond  Academy,  Augusta,  Ga.;  Phillips’ 
Academy,  Andover,  Mass.,  and  Booth  School  of  Analytical  Chemistry  and 
College  of  Pharmacy,  Philadelphia,  Penna.  He  entered  upon  the  study  of 
medicine  in  1849  under  the  preceptorship  of  his  brother.  Dr.  George  M. 
Battey  and  later  under  Dr.  Wilson,  of  Philadelphia.  Graduated  in  1856 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  received  his  degree  from  Jeffer¬ 
son  Medical  College  the  following  year.  He  then  went  to  Europe  and  en¬ 
gaged  in  post  graduate  work  in  Paris,  equipping  himself  in  the  art  and 
science  of  surgery,  returning  to  Georgia  about  a  year  before  the  civil  war 
broke  out.  He  enlisted  in  the  19th  Georgia  Volunteer  Infantry  and  served 
four  years  as  surgeon,  with  rank  of  major,  in  Hampton’s  Brigade,  in  Arch¬ 
er’s  Brigade,  as  surgeon  to  the  Fair  Grounds  Hospital,  Atlanta,  and  in  Polk’s 
Hospital,  to  the  end  of  the  war. 

He  was  a  pioneer  and  a  leader  in  both  medicine  and  surgery,  the  latter 
especially,  and  his  contribution  to  that  science  was  great.  He  devised  an 
apparatus  for  the  treatment  of  club-foot  so  early  in  his  career  that  it  may 
be  said  he  was  a  pioneer  in  orthopaedic  surgery;  devised  an  apparatus  for 
vasico-vaginal  fistula;  originated  the  treatment  of  certain  obstinate  uterine 
diseases  by  the  use  of  iode-phenol;  and  revolutionized  the  treatment  of  cer¬ 
tain  pelvic  lesions  by  using  a  new  operation,  demonstrating  the  accessibility 
of  the  uterine  appendages  and  gave  to  the  world  the  technique  of  “Normal 
Ovariotomy,”  now  known  as  “Battey’s  Operation,”  and  which  he  first  per¬ 
formed  in  August,  1872,  and  for  this  his  alma  mater  in  Pennsylvania  be¬ 
stowed  and  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

From  1873  to  1875  he  was  Professor  of  Obstetrics  in  Atlanta  Medical 
College,  and  from  1873  to  1876  was  editor  of  the  Atlanta  Medical  and  Sur¬ 
gical  Journal.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Georgia  Medical  Association,  and 
its  president  in  1876;  member  of  the  Atlanta  Academy  of  Medicine;  a  mem¬ 
ber  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  American  Gynaecological  Society,  and 
at  one  time  its  president;  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  and 
was  made  an  honorary  member  of  the  Obstetrical  Society  of  Edinburgh, 
Scotland.  He  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  Emory  College. 

He  established  and  conducted  a  large  general  hospital  in  Rome,  which 
he  named  the  “Martha  Battey,”  in  honor  of  his  wife,  and  his  patients  were 
from  all  states  and  many  foreign  lands.  He  located  in  Rome  when  a  young 
physician  and  the  remainder  of  his  life  was  spent  there.  In  Oct.  1915,  his 
family  presented  to  Emory  University,  Atlanta,  a  fine  marble  bust  of  him, 
carved  by  an  eminent  Italian  Sculptor.  The  Floyd  county,  Georgia,  Medi¬ 
cal  Society  has  inaugurated  a  movement  looking  to  the  erection  of  a  monu¬ 
ment  to  his  memory.  This  monument  was  dedicated  in  May,  1921. 

During  a  short  stay  in  Michigan  in  his  younger  life  he  clerked  in  a 
store  for  Zach  Chandler,  afterwards  famous  U.  S.  Senator  from  that  state. 
Dr.  Battey  was  a  deeply  religious  man,  and  as  a  citizen  and  neighbor,  in 
public  and  in  private  life,  wielded  a  far-reaching  influence  for  the  uplift 
and  advancement  of  human  life  and  standards.  He  was  the  father  of  thir¬ 
teen  children,  all  born  Rome,  Georgia:

One  branch  of  the  family  claims  kinship  with  the  French  family 
of  Ker.  In  all  events  the  coat-of-arms  of  the  French  family  is  almost  iden¬ 
tical  with  that  of  the  English  Carrs,  whose  coat-of-arms  is  described  as: 
‘Gules  on  a  chevron  argent,  three  mullets  of  the  first.’  ” 


APPENDIX  B. 

NICHOLSON 

Joseph  Nicholson,  son  of  Edmund,  grand  son  of  Joseph,  great  grand 
son  of  Edmund,  was  born  in  Bootle,  Cumberland  county,  England,  and  died 
June,  1693,  according  to  Friends’  Records.  He  married  Jane,  and  she  died 
Apl.  1691.  Resided  Bootle,  Eng.,  Salem,  Mass.,  the  Barbadoes,  and  Ports¬ 
mouth,  Rhode  Island.  He  and  his  wife  were  among  those  who  earliest  joined 
the  Quakers. 

1659.  Salem,  Mass. 

1661,  June.  1.  On  the  same  day  that  Mary  Dyer  was  executed  he  and 
his  wife  were  brought  before  magistrates  “to  see  if  the  terror  thereof  could 
have  frightened  them,  but  the  power  of  the  Lord  in  them  was  above  you  all, 
and  they  feared  not  you,  nor  their  threats  of  putting  them  to  death.”  Before 
this  they  had  been  committed  to  prison,  and  banished  upon  pain  of  death. 
They  went  to  Plymouth  Colony,  being  denied  to  sojourn  in  Mass.,  but 
could  not  be  admitted,  the  magistrates  telling  them  “that  if  they  had  turned 
them  away  at  Boston,  they  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  them,”  and  his 
wife  they  threatened  to  whip,  one  of  them  saying  “that  if  she  had  not  been 
a  witch  she  could  not  have  known  that  he  that  was  with  his  son  was  a 
priest.”  “So  they  passed  away  in  the  morning  of  the  Lord  to  Rhode  Island, 
having  been  prisoners  at  Boston,  he  twenty-four  weeks  and  she  eighteen. 

1664.  He  and  his  wife  were  “cruelly  whipped  at  Salem,  Boston  and  Ded¬ 
ham,”  and  soon  went  to  Barbadoes.

Stukeley  Westcott,  the  immigrant  ancestor,  was  born  in  Devonshire, 
probably  West  Raddon,  England,  in  1592,  and  married,  prior  to  1622,  Ros¬ 
anna  Hill,  daughter  of  an  ancient  family  in  the  adjoining  shire  of  Somerset. 
From  their  home  in  Somerset,  with  their  six  children,  they  went  to  Dart¬ 
mouth  in  Devon,  and  there,  with  William  Arnold  and  family,  embarked 
May  1,  1635,  on  a  sailing  vessel  and  June  24,  1635  entered  Massachusetts 
Bay  and  settled  in  Salem.  In  the  Arnold  family  was  a  son,  Benedict,  who 
later  married  Demaris  Westcott,  eldest  daughter  of  Stukeley,  and  became  the 
first  governor  of  Rhode  Island.  His  name  was  spelled  variously,  Stukeley, 
Stukley  and  Stukely,  and  was  originally  Stucley,  from  the  Saxon,  mean¬ 
ing  “stiff  clay.”  In  Salem  he  joined  the  church  of  Roger  Williams,  and  in 
1636  witnessed  Williams’  banishment  therefrom,  and  two  years  later  was 
himself  banished,  joining  Roger  Williams  in  Providence  early  in  1638.  He 
died  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  Jan.  12,  1677,  and  was  buried  at  Warwick  beside 
his  wife,  who  had  died  about  seven  years  previously.  His  residence  had 
been  in  Warwick.  Following  is  his  record  as  found  in  the  vital  records  of 
Rhode  Island: 

1636.  Salem,  Mass.  Freeman  and  received  as  an  inhabitant. 

1638,  Dec.  25.  He  with  others  of  Salem,  etc.,  having  had  license  to  de¬ 
part,  it  is  ordered  by  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  that  summons  should 
go  out  for  them  to  appear  at  the  next  term  in  May  if  they  had  not  gone  be¬ 
fore,  to  answer  such  things  as  shall  be  objected  to. 

1638,  Oct.  8.  Providence,  R.  I.  He  and  eleven  others  had  a  deed  from 
Roger  Williams  of  land  the  latter  had  bought  of  Canonicus  and  Miantonomi. 

He  had  a  lot  granted  him  soon  after. 

1639,  He  was  one  of  the  twelve  original  members  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  organized  at  Providence  this  year. 

1640,  July  27.  He  signed  an  agreement  with  thirty-eight  others  of 
Providence  for  their  civil  government. 

1648,  June  5.  Warwick,  R.  I.  He  is  recorded  as  one  of  the  inhabitants. 

1650,  Sep.  2.  Taxed  at  Providence,  where  he  still  owned  real  estate. 

1651- 2-3-5-60.  Commissioner. 

1652- 3-4-5-6,  etc.  Surveyor  of  Highways.  He  was  often  on  juries,  the 
pay  of  a  juryman  being  6  d.  for  each  case. 

1653.  Assistant.  He  was  on  a  committee  this  year  to  confer  with  the 
Indians  about  fencing,  etc. 

1654.  The  Town  Council  met  at  his  house. 

1655.  Freeman. 

1655,  May  25.  He  was  appointed  to  keep  a  house  of  entertainment. 
A  sign  was  to  be  set  out  at  the  most  perspicuous  place. 

1660,  March  3.  He  was  foreman  of  Grand  Inquest,  his  sons,  Amos  and 
Jeremiah,  being  also  on  the  jury.  Verdict:  “We  who  are  engaged  to  see  the 
dead  Indian,  do  find  by  diligent  search,  that  he  was  beaten,  which  was  the 
cause  of  his  death.” 

1664.  He  was  authorized  to  keep  an  ordinary  for  entertainment  of 
strangers  during  the  time  the  King’s  Commissioners  held  court  in  Warwick. 

1677,  Jan.  12.  Will,  Exr.,  son  Amos.  He  died  the  same  day  the  will  was 
made,  while  temporarily  at  Portsmouth.  He  calls  himself  about  eighty-five. 

1695,  Nov.  1.  Testimony  as  to  his  will  was  given  by  Joseph  Stafford, 
Mercy  Stafford,  and  her  son,  Amos,  before  John  Greene,  Deputy  Governor. 
It  was  shown  that  the  testator  would  have  signed  it  but  was  requested  by 
Caleb  Arnold  to  wait  until  his  (testator’s)  sons  were  sent  for  from  Prudence 
Island,  but  by  the  time  they  came  he  was  unable  to  sign. 

1697,  Feb.  18.  The  will  was  finally  ordered  recorded  by  the  Town 
Council.

He  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  the  Congdon  Burial  Ground,  at  Congdon 
Hill,  near  Wickford. 

“The  Old  Congdon  burying  ground  at  Congdon  Hill,  near  Wickford, 
contains  the  grave  of  this  ancestor  of  the  race  in  America,  and  the  graves 
of  his  wife  and  many  descendents.  There  is  a  tradition  with  some  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Congdon’s  descendents,  that  he  came  to  this  country  with  a  brother, 
John,  who  settled  in  New  Jersey;  and  that  their  father’s  name  was  John, 
and  that  he  married  a  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Pembroke.  In  support  of 
this,  it  is  claimed  that  Benjamin’s  birthplace  was  in  Pembrokeshire,  Wales, 
near  St.  David’s.  There  seems,  however,  nothing  clear  or  definite  in  this 
tradition;  and  the  coat-of-arms  claimed  for  the  family  bears  the  following 
inscription:  ‘The  ancient  family  of  Congdon  of  Willerby  in  Yorkshire,  de¬ 
scended  out  of  Wales,  now  of  Rhode  Island,  Anno  Domini  1811,’  thus  imply¬ 
ing  a  departure  from  Wales  into  Yorkshire  of  a  branch  of  the  family.”

Simon  Cooper  resided  in  Dedham,  Essex  county,  England,  where  he 
died  about  1618.  His  wife  was  Lydia,  and  she  died  Cambridge,  Mass.,  24

John  Cooper,  son  of  Simon  and  Lydia  Cooper,  born  Dedham,  England, 
1617-8,  baptized  14  Mch.  1618,  came  to  America  with  his  mother  and  step¬ 
father  in  1635  and  died  Cambridge,  Mass.,  22  Aug.  1691.  Made  a  Freeman 
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18  May,  1642;  was  selectman  for  38  years  between  1646  and  1690;  town 
clerk  1669  to  1681;  deacon  First  Parish  Church,  at  Harvard  Square,  from 
1658  until  his  death.  His  gravestone  is  standing  in  an  excellent  state  of 
preservation  towards  the  north  side  of  the  old  cemetery.  Harvard  Square, 
Cambridge.  Married,  about  1642,  Anne  Sparhawk,  daughter  of  Deacon 
Nathaniel  and  Mary  Sparhawk,  and  they  had  eight  children,  born  and  bap¬ 
tized  at  Cambridge.  His  widow  married,  in  1692,  James  Converse,  Sr.,  of 
Woburn,  Mass.,  and  she  died  1717-8.  His  children  were:

He  was  selectman 
from  1702  to  1710,  and  1712  to  1716;  assessor  1704-5-8-9-14;  elected  Deacon 
of  First  Parish  Church  22  Mch.  1704-5.  Farmer,  resided  on  the  northerly 
side  of  Linnean  street,  Cambridge,  in  the  “Cooper  House,”  sometimes  called 
the  “Austin  House.”  It  is  still  standing  with  a  date,  “1657,”  painted  on  the 
chimney.  At  his  death  he  owned  156  acres  of  land.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  Church  13  Dec.  1696,  and  his  wife  28  July,  1700.  Both  are  buried  in 
the  First  Church  cemetery.  Harvard  Square.  Nine  children,  all  born  Cam¬ 
bridge:

17  Dec.  1696,  died  Graf¬ 
ton,  Mass.,  31  Mch.  1748-9;  married  29  Mch.  1720,  Sarah  Kidder,  daughter 
of  Deacon  Samuel  and  Sarah  (Griggs)  Kidder,  born  Cambridge,  Mass.,  17 
Aug.  1690,  no  date  of  death.  Farmer  and  school  teacher;  admitted  to  the 
Church,  15  Mch.  1723-4.  At  his  father’s  death  he  inherited  as  a  part  of  his 
share  of  the  estate,  the  old  homestead,  opposite  Linnean  street,  and  resided 
there;  this  he  sold  in  1730  and  removed  to  Grafton,  Mass.,  and  settled  in  the 
north  part  of  that  town,  on  land  adjoining  that  of  Thomas  Axtell.  He  was 
School  Com.  in  1736  and  1753;  town  treasurer  in  1736-7-8;  selectman  in 
1735-38  and  1743;  moderator  at  town  meeting  in  1738;  town  clerk  in  1739. 
In  1738  taught  school.  A  Church  was  organized  28  Dec.  1731,  and  he  was 
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one  of  the  organizers;  elected  Deacon  in  1731-2.  Without  doubt  he  is  buried 
in  the  cemetery  by  Ripple  Lake,  though  no  stone  marks  his  grave.  Five 
children,  all  born  Cambridge,  Mass.:

18  Sep.  1720,  died 
Croydon,  N.  H.,  3  Mch.  1793;  married  22  Apl.  1746,  Elizabeth  Axtell,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Joseph  and  Abigail  (Hayden)  Axtell,  born  Grafton,  7  Aug.  1730,  no 
date  of  death,  but  after  1768.  Removed  with  his  parents  to  Grafton  in  1730; 
was  a  cordwainer.  Built  a  house  next  to  his  father’s,  and  in  1748-9  his 
father  deeded  to  him  nearly  all  of  his  homestead,  with  other  lands,  “in  con¬ 
sideration  of  what  said  Nathaniel  has  done  on  my  place  since  he  was  21 
years  of  age.”  Upon  the  father’s  death  the  rest  of  the  homestead  came  to 
Nathaniel. 

The  records  state:  “Natt.  Cooper  and  Samuel  Cooper  under  Capt. 
Samuel  Warrin  and  Lt.  Wait,  training  and  alarm  soldiers  in  French  and 

Indian  War  in  1757.”  ^  ^  . 

He  was  on  School  Committee  in  Grafton  in  1759.  In  1763  he  sold  his 

property  in  Grafton,  70  acres  more  or  less,  and  removed  to  that  part  of 

Uxbridge  which  has  since  become  Northbridge.  For  many  years  that  part 

where  he  lived  was  called  “Cooper’s  town”  and  the  burying  ground  near  is 

called  “Cooper’s  graveyard.”  In  1768  he  sold  his  homestead  to  his  son, 

I^thaniel,  Jr.,  and  with  his  son,  Ezra,  moved  to  Croydon,  N.  H.,  where  he 

was  selectman  in  1769,  and  where  he  died  in  1793,  and  is  buried  in  the  old 

Gustin  cemetery,  “beside  his  son  Ezra.”  The  latter’s  descendents  reside  in 

Croydon.  Of  his  children,  six  were  born  Grafton,  the  youngest  in  Uxbridge, 

Mass.:

Deacon  Nathaniel  Cooper,  Jr.,  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Elizabeth  (Axtell) 
Cooper,  born  Grafton,  Mass.,  4  July,  1748,  died  Northbridge,  16  July,  1821; 
married,  probably  19  Dec.  1765,  Mary  Aldrich,  daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Huldah  (Hill)  Aldrich,  born  Uxbridge,  Mass.,  24  July,  1748,  died  there  soon 
after  24  May,  1790,  and  they  had  ten  children.  Married,  2nd,  in  Sutton, 
Mass.,  31  Oct.  1790,  Abigail  Chase,  of  Sutton.  In  1763  he  removed  to  North- 
bridge,  then  a  part  of  Uxbridge.  Mary  Aldrich  was  of  a  family  of  Quakers, 
descendents  from  George  Aldrich,  of  Derbyshire,  Eng.,  who  had  sought 
refuge  in  Rhode  Island;  but  when  Mendon,  Mass.,  was  settled  in  1663,  George 
Aldrich,  with  six  other  families,  went  up  the  Blackstone  valley  to  that  part 
of  the  town  which  afterwards  became  Northbridge  by  being  set  off  from 
Uxbridge;  for  Mendon,  as  first  incorporated,  contained  all,  or  parts,  of 
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what  are  now  ten  different  towns.  Nathaniel  Cooper,  Jr.,  is  said  to  have 
been  the  largest  land  owner  in  that  part  of  the  town,  he  and  Christopher 
Winter  owning  a  great  part  of  the  town.  The  two  families  intermarried  to 
quite  an  extent.  He  was  a  Congreational  Deacon,  later  became  a  Baptist 
preacher,  and  carried  on  his  farming. 

The  Massachusetts  Records  of  the  Revolutionary  War  state: 


‘‘Nathaniel  Cooper,  of  Northbridge;  return  of  men  drafted  from  Wor¬ 
cester  Co.;  notified  to  march  to  Horse  Neck  under  command  of  Col.  Denny 
(year  not  given)  but  who  failed  to  join  regiment.  Reported  drafted  into 
Capt.  Benjamin  Farrar’s  Co.” 

“Capt.  Benjamin  Farrar’s  3rd  Worcester  County  Co.,  Regt.  commanded 
by  Lt.  Nathan  Taylor,  Co.  marched  into  R.  I.  on  alarm  of  Dec.  8,  1776.” 

He  is  doubtless  buried  in  the  old  “Cooper  graveyard”  where  several  of 
the  earliest  stones  are  unmarked.  He  left  real  estate  valued  at  $1,772.00  and 
a  personal  estate  of  $257.84.  The  children,  eldest  born  Sutton,  Mass.,  others 
born  Northbridge,  Mass.:

Cooper,  born  Northbridge,  Mass.,  31  Mch.  1779,  died  Killingly,  Conn.,  21 
July,  1846;  married  in  Northbridge,  24  July,  1800,  his  cousin,  Ruth  Cooper, 
daughter  of  Elder  John  and  Penelope  (Winter)  Cooper,  born  Northbridge, 
6  Sep.  1779,  died  Chestnut  Hill,  Conn.,  12  Oct.  1816,  and  they  had  nine  chil¬ 
dren,  three  eldest  born  Northbridge,  others  Killingly,  Conn.;  married,  2nd, 
in  1817,  Eliza  Carder,  daughter  of  Augustus  and  Hannah  (Durfee)  Carder, 
born  1796,  died  1  Mch.  1838,  both  Killingly,  and  they  had  eleven  children, 
of  whom  three  died  in  infancy,  all  born  East  Killingly,  Conn.  Eliza  Carder 
was  a  descendent  of  Richard  Carder,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Rhode  Is¬ 
land,  (in  Warwick  in  1649),  and  a  most  interesting  character,  and,  a  de¬ 
scendent  from  John  and  Priscilla  (Mullens)  Alden;  married,  3rd,  25  Oct. 
1838,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bailey  (Phillips)  Card,  daughter  of  Elder  Simon  Phil¬ 
lips,  born  West  Greenwich,  R.  I.,  6  Dec.  1802,  died  Dayville,  Conn.,  8  Sep. 
1886,  and  they  had  two  children,  born  East  Killingly,  Conn.  He  was  a  Bap¬ 
tist  minister  in  Sutton,  Mass.,  and  in  1805  was  called  to  Chestnut  Hill  to 
become  pastor  of  a  new  Baptist  church  then  being  organized,  a  pastorate 
which  he  resigned  in  1827,  though  he  remained  active  in  church  work  so 
long  as  he  lived.  His  children:
